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Three men charged 
in crime spree

Charges have been laid 
against three men who 
were wanted by RCMP 
after allegedly commit¬ 
ting crimes throughout 
Central Alberta last 
week. 

Cody Cutter, 24, of 
Rocky Mountain House, 
along with alleged 
accomplices Lucas 
Denny, 20, of Red Deer 
and Dylan Kumey, 21, 
of Caroline are facing 
numerous charges fol¬ 
lowing a crime spree in 
Didsbury, Sundre, Olds, 
Hanna, Red Deer and 
Airdrie. 

The three men are fac¬ 
ing charges of armed 
robbery, possession of 
stolen property, theft 
under $5,000, theft 
over $5,000, flight from 
police, failing to comply 
with a recognizance and 
break and enter. 

As of last week, all 
three men were in custo¬ 
dy awaiting further court 
proceedings. A bail hear¬ 
ing was to be held for 
Cutter on the afternoon 
of Feb. 12 to determine 
his next court appear¬ 
ance. Denny and Kumey 
appeared in Saskatoon 
Provincial Court on the 
morning of Feb. 12 and 
remained in custody 
for a show cause hear¬ 
ing that was scheduled 
in Saskatoon for Feb. 
13. Police and Crown 
counsel were also work¬ 


ing to return Denny and 
Kumey to Didsbury to 
face court proceedings. 

Police say that some¬ 
time overnight on Feb. 
10, the suspects drove a 
stolen vehicle from Red 
Deer to Airdrie, when 
the vehicle they were 
driving ran out of gas. 
They then allegedly stole 
a black flat deck Ford 
F-450 from a compound 
in Airdrie. At about 5:30 
a.m. a passenger from 
the stolen vehicle, whom 
police allege was Cutter, 
attempted to rob the Fas 
Gas in Didsbury. Police 
say the suspect pro¬ 
duced a firearm during 
the attempted robbery, 
but was unsuccessful in 
stealing any money or 
goods. 

“A young male entered 
the store and asked to 
buy two cartons of ciga¬ 
rettes,” said Const. Keith 
Gill of the Didsbury 
RCMP. “The cashier 
asked for identification. 
The young man stalled 
and she asked for iden¬ 
tification again and he 
pulled out a firearm. 
Words were exchanged 
between the (suspect) 
and the cashier.. .and 
the suspect took off 
from the store without 
anything." 

About 45 minutes later, 
police allege the same 
man attempted another 
armed theft at the Fas 
Gas in Olds, where a 
suspect again produced 
the firearm but was

unsuccessful in obtain¬ 
ing any goods from that 
location. The vehicle 
the suspect was riding 
in was seen departing 
westbound on Highway 
27 toward Sundre. 

“At that same time, we 
got a call from Airdrie 
RCMP that the vehicle 
that was stolen from 
their area was west¬ 
bound on Highway 
27 toward Sundre. It 
was being tracked by 
(OnStar) GPS coordi¬ 
nates,” Gill said, adding 
that RCMP from Sundre, 
Olds and Didsbury 
tracked the vehicle to 
a rural property near 


Sundre. 

RCMP say the suspects 
then allegedly stole a 
2006 silver GMC Envoy 
and a 2007 white Dodge 
one-ton with a bale han¬ 
dler attached to it from 
the property, abandon¬ 
ing the Ford flat deck 
because it had run out 
of gas. The Envoy was 
later recovered in the 
Rocky Mountain House 
area while RCMP towed 
the abandoned black 
flat deck to the Sundre 
detachment. 

The canine unit from 
Red Deer was also at the 
Sundre property but the 
dog was unable to track 


a scent. 

At 10:30 a.m., police 
say two of the suspects 
were seen entering a 
grocery store in Hanna. 
After spending time in 
the store, one of the sus¬ 
pects was seen with a 
grocery cart full of items 
getting into the 2007 
Dodge. The vehicle was 
observed leaving the 
parking lot northbound 
at about noon. 

All three suspects 
were observed on sur¬ 
veillance equipment 
near the grocery store in 
Hanna. RCMP headquar¬ 
ters in Edmonton then 
sent out a message to all 


detachments in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, 
where the suspects were 
believed to be headed. 

“The two suspects in 
the white Dodge were 
arrested in Kindersley, 
Saskatchewan ... in the 
early morning hours (of 
Feb. 11),” Gill said, add¬ 
ing that the man RCMP 
allege was responsible 
for the Didsbury and 
Olds robberies turned 
himself in to Sundre 
RCMP late on Feb. 11. 

Gill said RCMP believe 
the suspects wanted to 
steal items to later sell 
so they could buy drugs 
with the proceeds. 


Council strikes committee on staff consolidation

Council members 
struck a committee 
at the Feb. 10 council 
meeting to study how 
the town could bring as 
many staff as possible 
into one location. 

Currently, town staff 
is spread out at six dif¬ 
ferent buildings around 


town. But administra¬ 
tors want to consolidate 
staff in as few buildings 
as possible to improve 
the work staff already 
does. The committee 
will consist of senior 
town staff, Mayor Rick 
Mousseau, Coun. Garth 
Hollinger and Coun. 
Joyce McCoy. 

“I really think it’s time 
to move forward and ... 


look at options,” Greg 
Skotheim, the town’s 
manager of planning, 
infrastructure and pub¬ 
lic works, told council 
members. 

Although there could 
be some room at the 
soon-to-be-built new fire 
hall for more town staff, 
Skotheim said in the lon¬ 
ger term the town wants 
to build a new town hall- 


library and retain more 
staff there. 

Skotheim said there is 
no timeline attached to 
the consolidation pro¬ 
cess. 

“This is going to be a 
long-term project,” said 
Coun. Lavar Adams 

In an interview, 
Skotheim said since 
the town will be hir¬ 
ing a new peace officer 


this year as well as an 
information technology 
manager, and the com¬ 
munity will be growing 
over the next few years, 
it made sense to start a 
discussion on how town 
employees can improve 
communication and effi¬ 
ciency. 

“Things are pretty 
busy (in the town office) 
with people sharing 


space and it’s fairly tight 
now so that’s kind of our 
direction. My thought is 
a consolidated office 
... is a better working 
environment, a more up- 
to-date facility, better 
coordination of depart¬ 
ments. We’ve got a pret¬ 
ty strong team and it’s 
pretty hard when you 
have (staff at) six differ¬ 
ent buildings," he said.

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Residents encouraged to download town app

While the Town of Didsbury’s new free app has 
been working well since it was launched, town staff 
is encouraging more people to download it to stay 
up to date on all the latest happenings in Didsbury. 

The app was launched in December 2014. Since 
that time, about 300 people have downloaded it, but 
more people are encouraged to do so. 

"The app has been working really well. It provides 
information to residents that they can also get on 
our website, but it’s at your fingertips (on a mobile 
device). My goal is to have every resident who has 
a smartphone or a tablet to download this app," said 
Derek Sutherland, manager of protective services for 
the Town of Didsbury. 


“What we do is we’ll send notification directly to 
a phone or tablet that will let residents know what’s 
going on in the town .and what we need them to do 
and areas that should be avoided,” he said, noting 
that since the app was launched town staff have 
already used it on two occasions to notify residents 
of poor highway conditions and travel advisories 
issued by the RCMP. 

Sutherland said the advantage to the app from a 
town staff perspective is that it is always difficult 
to communicate with residents in ;in emergency 
situation. By communicating using the app, however, 
emergency staff is able to get the most up-to-date and 
reliable information out to users in a timely manner. 
If a situation changes, emergency staff is able to 
update the information quickly. 

Sutherland said because information about a 


certain event travels fast - and that information 
isn’t always accurate - this allows emergency 
personnel to get the best information to resi¬ 
dents. 

“In emergency management ... our biggest chal¬ 
lenge is communication with the residents. And we 
have to utilize so many avenues of communication to 
reach as many residents as possible. This allows us 
to get accurate, timely information to the residents 
so that they can take appropriate action," Sutherland 
said. 

Town staff have no plans to abandon all other 
modes of communication, but the app is useful 
because it provides accurate information as timely 
as possible, he said. It could be used in any situation 
in which residents would be asked to stay at home 
or shelter in place.

Council ratifies FCSS funding amounts

Members of town council ratified almost $58,000 
in Family and Community Support Services fund¬ 
ing to various community groups at council’s 
meeting on Feb. 10. 

A total of 15 organizations had requested 
$69,554 in funding 

The Chinook’s Edge School Division family 
school wellness program received $11,166 while 
Youth Empowerment and Support received $8,985 
and Accredited Supports to the Community 
received $8,253. 


Didsbury and District Senior Support Services 
received $7,250, while the Didsbury Preschool 
Society received $6,566. Chinook Arch Victims’ 
Services Society received $5,000. 

The Didsbury affiliate of Mountain View 
Parent Link received $4,755, The Didsbury High 
School Connect program received $1,600 while 
Westglen School received $1,028. The Olds and 
District Hospice Society received $760, while 
the Mountain View Communities Adult Learning 
Society received $642. Didsbury Addictions and 
Mental Health Services received $250. 

In making its recommendations for funding 
to town council, the community services board 


in some cases did not give the groups all of the 
funds they requested. The board cited various 
reasons, including that some of the groups didn't 
fully research their request before asking for the 
funds. Some of the requests didn’t meet eligibility 
requirements. 

The community services board has $2,244 
remaining in order to fund further projects in 
2015. The board receives 80 per cent of its fund¬ 
ing from the provincial government, while 20 per 
cent comes from the town. Half of the funding 
- $60,000 - is given out annually to groups that 
support various aspects of social life in the com¬ 
munity.
